THE BOOKLIST 


While there has been an increase in the number of new books published in this 
country during these years of depression, Little, Brown & Company, of Boston, 
have steadily reduced their output: 101 trade (or general literature) titles in 1928; 
96 in 1929; 94 in 1930; and 73 only in 1931. 

One result of this policy is that a larger percentage of Little, Brown & Com- 
pany’s 1931 publications have been listed in ‘‘THE BookList”’ than in previous 


years. 


Of the 73 books brought out in 1931, eleven were books for children, many of 
which had not yet been reported upon by the A. L. A. when this advertisement 
was written.
